H.. do you get your children to bed so easily—and § 
fast?”’ our friends ask. 

‘Just put them to bed,” we answer. 
They look at us skeptically and beg, ‘“‘Let us in on you 
secret.” : 

We have no secret formula, no hocus-pocus. 

It all began years ago, before our first child was bornd 
had gone to visit my sister, who had two small children 
Both of them went to bed agreeably, with a minimum @ 
dawdling. I wanted my children to do that, too, and since} 
was expecting a baby in a few months, I asked her about hé 
method. 

‘Teach them to like to go to bed,” she said. 

We began doing just that as soon as we brought Jimmy n 
home from the hospital. 

First of all, we sat down together and outlined a plan that 
would cover many years. Here’s how it worked: 


1. Begin early to make bedtime a happy time 


We began by smiling at Jimmy as we lowered him into his 
crib. Of course, at first he didn’t know we were smiling, but 
in a few short weeks he was returning our smiles. 

We tried not to hover over him. When he was sleeping 
peacefully, we'd leave him alone, and not go squeaking the 
doorknob and creaking the floor to see if he really was 
asleep. 

When he was about 3 months old, we began playing 
peekaboo around the corner of the door before closing it. 
We left him smiling and contented. 


2. Establish familiar, quiet, nonstimulating “‘bed toys” 


Sometimes Jimmy began to cry as the door was being 
closed. Then we would stand his Teddy bear or some other 
large toy where he could look at it until he fell asleep. 

As he grew older and could sit up and play with toys, one 
of several bed toys was given to him. These were such things 
as a rubber doll, his Teddy bear, or a stuffed dog. Jimmy 
had a small, soft blanket that he liked as well as any of these 
toys. He’d wrestle it for a few minutes, then hug it tightly as 
he went to sleep. 

Jimmy never saw these toys except at bedtime. Soon they 
became so related to sleep that the very sight of them made 
him drowsy. No rattles or any toys that would stimulate

except at bedtime, when the very sight of them brings drowsiness. 
This is story time, too, so going to bed is always anticipated happily 


the imagination or make a noise when they'd fall to the floor 
were ever used as bed toys. 


3. Have a regular bedtime 


Jimmy came home from the hospital to the rigid four-hour 
schedule. He slept and awakened at exactly the same times 
each day. Our other babies were allowed to decide upon 
their own programs, but that didn’t mean that there was no 
schedule. A definite plan was worked out for each baby and 
Was continued, with necessary changes, as he grew older. 

Jimmy learned that nap time followed lunch and bedtime 
followed supper. He knew what to expect and that our good- 
night kisses really meant, ‘“‘Good night.” 


4, Never use bed as punishment 


Ifa child hears all day long, ““You do that once more, 
and you'll go straight to bed!’’, how can he enjoy going to 
bed? If he is sent to bed as punishment, how can it be at- 
tractive when bedtime rolls around? 

We decided that we would never use bed as punishment, 
never mention it in a threat. Neither did we allow visiting

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This motorist held out for a brake

Weve an awful bunch of car wasters. 


Every one of us commits from one to a half- 
dozen sins against his automobile, calculat- 
ed to put the old buggy in its grave long be- 
fore its time. Few of us can afford big repair 
bills; yet, every time we drive our cars, the 
odds are about 99 to 1 that we’re doing 
things that lead inevitably to the garage. 

Would you like to know what you’re doing 
to ruin your car? Herewith is a list of the 
commonest types of car wasters. If you don’t 
fit into at least one of these categories, con- 
sider yourself mighty unusual: 


The mechanical genius. He insists on 
diagnosing his own car trouble before he 
takes his car to the garage. Insists that the 
garageman do thus-and-so and nothing 
more. Doesn’t trust the garage, anyway. 
Thinks all repairmen are swindlers who are 
out to sell him a new engine when all he 
needs is a new bolt. 

One garageman tells about the customer 
who came in for a brake adjustment. The 
garageman tried the brakes. The pedal 
oozed all the way to the floor board. **You 
need more than an adjustment,” the garage- 
man said. 

‘Don’t tell me what I need,” said the 
cynic. ‘Ill pay you $1 to adjust those brakes, 
and that’s all.” 

That evening, he came back for his car, 
drove out of the garage, and rammed into a 
tree. No brakes. Turned out his master 
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‘adjustment,” disregarded mechanic's advice to repair master brake cylinder 


cylinder had sprung a leak and all the fluid 
was gone. It cost him $15 to repair a fender 
plus the brake job. 


The cold-starter. This is the driver who 
jumps into his car in the morning (after it has 
been sitting idle all night), starts the engine, 
chokes it like crazy to keep it from sputter- 
ing, and thunders off. On a warm day, it’s 
hard enough on the engine. On a cold day, 
it’s murder. 

Here’s what happens: While the car has 
been sitting unused, the oil has drained 
down out of the working parts into the 
crankcase. Warming the car before starting 
off gives that oil a chance to get back up 
where it belongs and go to work again, lu- 
bricating pistons and cylinder walls and pre- 
venting friction. If you race a “‘cold”’ engine, 
there’s going to be wear on the moving parts 
—and, ultimately, on your pocketbook. 

What you should do: Start the engine, and 
then let it idle—don’t race it—until the 
needle on the temperature gauge starts mov- 
ing from its pin. Then hold the speed to 35 
until the engine reaches normal operating 
temperature. This alone will save you about 
20 percent on your repair bills.

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just a racket, that modern lubri- 
cants hold up indefinitely. It’s 
what he wants to believe, anyway, 
so he drives indefinitely between 
oil changes. 

That will cost him far more 
money in repairs than he’d spend 
for the oil. Modern lubricants are 
good, but modern cars are hard on 
them. What happens is this: After 
1.000 or 2,000 miles, all the deter- 
gents are burned out of your oil. 
The detergents give protection— 
against rust, acid, and carbon. 

If you’re driving in dusty coun- 
try, make it a rule to change oil 
every 1,000 miles. If not, at least 
every 2,000 miles. The less driving 
you do. the more often you need oil 
changes. That’s because you’ re driv- 
ing much of the time with an en- 
gine that isn’t up to operating tem- 
perature. Parts of the engine are 
warm, and parts of it are cold. 
Condensation results, producing 
moisture which dilutes the oil and 
reduces its effectiveness. 


The grease forgetter. He’s the 
man who can’t for the life of him 
remember to have his car lubricat- 
ed every 1,000 miles—or won’t 
take time to do it. He figures it 
won’t do any harm to run another 
1,000 miles or so. 

Knocking out the squeaks isn’t 
all a lubrication does. It prevents 
wear, forces grit out from between 
moving parts, and gives your serv- 
ice station or garage a chance to 
catch things going wrong before 
they get serious—and expensive. 

Consider the sad experience of 
one motorist who decided to wait 
until he returned from a 2,200-mile 
journey before he had his car lu- 
bricated. En route home, the rear 
end went out. He spent $23 for a 
tow, another $87 for repairs, and 
was stranded for a day and a half 
in a desolate little town. If he had 
stopped for a 1,000-mile lubrica- 
tion, the serviceman would have 
discovered the leaking grease seal. 


The non-instrument-watcher. 
This is the driver who thinks those 
pretty dials on the dashboard were 
put there for ornament. He glances 
at his gas gauge occasionally, and 
that’s about all. Oil pressure? Tem- 
perature? He never bothers to look. 

One driver spent $125 for the 
dubious privilege of not watching 
his dashboard. He had hit a rock in 
the road and punctured the oil pan. 
When the oil escaped, a bearing 
burned out. While the oil-pressure 
needle doesn’t drop until the oil is 
dangerously low, still a glance at it 
might have warned him in time to 
Save an expensive repair bill. 


The thermostat remover. He 
thinks the thermostat is about as 
useful as an appendix, and the best 
thing you can do is take it out and 
throw it away. So, the first time 
his engine boils on a grade during 
4 summer trip, out goes the ther- 
mostat. Chances are that it wasn’t 
the thermostat that caused the 
boiling, but something else. 
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What he should have done was 
determine the real source of the 
trouble and keep the thermostat, 
for it’s a vital part of a car. It shuts 
off the water circulation and iso- 
lates the radiator from the block so 
the block heats up to operating 
temperature faster. Then, with the 
block properly warm, the engine 
operates (and lubricates) at high 
efficiency, without accumulating 
materials that can ruin a motor. 


Hurried Harry. He’s the motorist 
who never can spare his car long 
enough for the garage to give it the 
kind of attention it needs. Con- 
sequently, the car never quite runs 
as it should and wears out faster 
than it should. Harry is constantly 
sore at (1) the company that man- 
ufactured his automobile and (2) 
the garage that takes care of it. 


Hot-rod Henry. He screams to a 
sudden stop when the light is red, 
bolts away when the light goes 
green. Slaughters his brakes and 
tires and ruins his engine. 


The clutch rider. Never takes his 
foot off the clutch. Needs it re- 
placed every 4,000 miles, instead 
of getting 30,000 miles out of it, as 
he should. Best thing for him is 
to buy a car with an automatic 
transmission. 


The just plain dope. All he 
knows about an automobile is that 
when you put gas in it, and step on 
the accelerator, it runs—for some 
reason or other. He’s the type who 
never reads the owner’s manual 
that comes with his car. Like the 
fellow who bought a new car and 
then, the very next morning, called 
the dealer who had sold it to him. 

“This new car of mine won’t 
start,’ he said. 

The dealer dispatched a service- 
man. Theserviceman found that the 
engine was full of water. 

**All I did,” explained the cus- 
tomer, “‘was unscrew the cap on 
the radiator and look to see if there 
was any water in it. There wasn’t, 
so I got the hose and filled it up.” 

What he thought was the radia- 
tor cap was, of course, the oil inlet.

Compost: It’s in the bag now 


Gardeners who say they don’t have room for a com- 
post pit won’t have that alibi any longer. I find you 
can make clean, rich compost in a basement or a 
garage—without odor or mess. 

The trick is to get a good-size plastic bag and use it 
as your “‘pile.”’ It can be either polyethylene or poly- 
vinyl plastic, both common types. Pack the bag with 
organic matter—leaves, weeds, vegetable trimmings, 
etc.—mixed with a balanced plant food. 

Don’t use an organic fertilizer for this, because it 
won't work as well. Any mineral plant food with an 
analysis of 5-10-5 or 6-10-4 or similar can be used. 
The commercial compost activators will speed the 
process and assure good results. 

In a corner of your basement, breakdown should be 
completed in four months. The same method can be 
used outdoors—even under a porch. Bags can be piled 
several tiers high where space is limited. 


Winter spray for better grass 


Chickweed is one of the most troublesome annual 
weeds in home lawns. It gets a head start by germi- 
nating in the fall and greening up whenever the ground 
thaws for a day or two. By spring, it has a running 
start on your grass. 

Now we've learned how to control it in winter, by 
spraying with Chloro-IPC. One ounce in a gallon of 
water is enough to spray 1,000 square feet of lawn. 

The spray can be put on any time snow doesn’t 
cover the ground. Experiments in Pennsylvania, New 
Jersey, and Delaware showed that sprays applied as 
late as March were effective. There is some chance of 
injury to lawns if the grass has started to grow, so early 
application is recommended.

How to plant a rose: 


Follow these steps to give your roses 
the best-possible start 


Unwrap bundle of plants 
when they arrive, and check 
the labels against order list. 

If you can’t plant for a few 
days, moisten the wrapping 
material, repack, and _ store 
plants in a cool place. 

To hold roses for longer than 
a week, set them in shallow 
trench and mound with moist 
soil. If plants dry out for even 
a short time, they are likely to 
lose much of their vitality. 


Soak roses in pail of water 
overnight before planting if 
roots seem dry. 

Never expose bare roots of 
roses to sun and wind any long- 
er than necessary. Use damp 
burlap over them to protect 
roses carried in garden cart. 

When possible, dig planting 
hole and prepare soil in ad- 
vance, so length of exposure to 
wind and sun is reduced. 


Dig holes large enough so 
roots can be spread naturally. 
Size will depend on plant, but 
a hole of 15-inch diameter is 
usually needed. 
To break up clumps, thor- 
oughly mix soil removed from

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for title insurance alone. This prob- 
lem is being overcome, however. 
Some of the largest title companies 
now are offering a title service at 
the low cost of $5 per $1,000. 


Single-payment mortgage 

As its name tells you, this mort- 
gage differs from the constant-pay- 
ment or other types of amortized 
mortgages in that you agree to 
make one lump repayment instead 
of spreading repayment over con- 
tinuing intervals. 

Such “straight loans’ are often 
granted to families who show they 
will eventually come into a sub- 
stantial sum of money. 

Let’s say you have considerable 
equity in your present home, but 
have to borrow on another home 
before sale of the first. If your sale 
money plus cash reserve would 
cover the cost of the new home, 
you should benefit by a single-pay- 
ment contract. It’s less complicated 
—thus less expensive—than the 
amortized types. 


The “‘package”’ mortgage 

The “package” mortgage was 
given its start after World War II. 
It simply acknowledges that more 
than the house deserves to be cov- 
ered by a single mortgage. Any- 
thing that can be made part of the 
real estate through some degree of 
annexation to it qualifies—perhaps 
by no more than the plug-in at- 
tachment of a range or dishwasher. 

It qualifies provided that (1) the 
mortgage money is used to pay for 
the article or equipment, (2) it’s 
agreed in the mortgage to be realty, 
and (3) that it’s designed for use in 
the home. 

This type of loan is a favorite 
when you buy a new house from a 
contractor or builder-developer— 
or, when you arrange to have a 
house built for you. It calls for 
stated monthly payments. The in- 
stallments cover principal, interest, 
taxes, and property insurance, plus 
“extras.” 

Not too many years ago, the 
lender who was asked to give low- 
interest mortgage credit to help 
you pay for a television set, air- 
conditioning unit, or refrigerator 
might have booted you out of his 
office as a crook or a beggar or 
both. Now, in both new or mod- 
ernized homes, payment for such 
equipment in monthly mortgage 
installments is accepted. Not uni- 
versally, by any means, but the 
practice is becoming more and 
more common. 

Obviously, a package mortgage 
can be a blessing. Budgeting to 
meet the payments on a home and 
its necessary equipment has broken 
the financial back of more than 
one household. But the borrower 
should look the package-mortgage 
“gift”? horse in the mouth. 

If you’re having a house built to 
order under a short-term package 
mortgage (or one with a clause in 
it that permits accelerated repay- 
ment), you may come out on top. 
Often a builder can get a better 


equipment buy than you could, 
and he may be willing to pass on 
the savings. And when you’re con- 
trolling the ‘‘extras,” they’ll be the 
kind you want and can use. 

But the picture may be very dif- 
ferent if you’re buying a ready-built 
house. Perhaps you need the equip- 
ment the builder or former owner 
is providing. Perhaps you don’t. In 
either case, you'll be paying for it 

. and sometimes at much more 
costly terms than you could have 
gotten elsewhere. 

Also, the package mortgage 
could well be paying for all the 
surface gimmicks which lull you 
into thinking you’re getting a good 
buy when you’re not. 

Look at any package-mortgage 
financing as your lender will. Total 
up the list of extras—the lifespan 
of which may be much shorter than 
that of your house—then subtract 
this figure from the total cost. Is 
the shell of the house plus lot worth 
the balance? Make sure the answer 
isn’t NO! 


Length of repayment 


Today, more mortgages are 
written for lengthy periods—20, 
25, or 30 years—than for the short- 
er terms once popular. Obviously, 
the longer the term of your mort- 
gage, the greater the total interest 
you'll have to pay. 

This means that the $20,000 
house you buy on a 20- or 30-year 
mortgage will make you dig deeper 
into your pocket (cost plus interest) 
than the same house would cost 
had you bought it on a 10- or 15- 
year mortgage. A down payment 
as large as you can make it without 
draining your finances dry—and a 
consequently short repayment pe- 
riod—is your best bet. 

The cold facts: For a $10,000 
mortgage running 10 years at 5 
percent, you’ll pay back $12,720 
($10,000 principal plus $2,720 in- 
terest); for 15 years, $14,238 
($10,000 principal plus $4,238 in- 
terest). The same amount bor- 
rowed on 20 years at 5 percent, 
$15,840 ($10,000 principal plus 
$5,840 interest). 

There are several factors to con- 
sider before you take on any long- 
term commitment. Twenty or 30 
years is a large slice of time out of 
your life and that of your house. 
Any home you buy on a long-term 
mortgage must be able, not only to 
weather the years, but have resale 
value when you finally become its 
owner. If it’s jerry-built, you and 
your debt may be around longer 
than the house. 

Consider the size of your month- 
ly payments, not in terms of today’s 
income, but in terms of what it 
may be like years ahead. Right 
now, your salary may well justify 
$100 a month in carrying charges. 
However, if you’ve reached your 
salary peak but plan to enlarge 
your family, then you’d better do 
some arithmetic before taking on a 
mortgage that will have you dig- 
ging deep for that $100 when your 
other expenses mount. 


Paying ahead of contract _ 
A mortgage can be paid in full 

before the expiration of the Rs 
for which it’s written—if the mort. 
gagee agrees to prepayment in his _ 
contract. Always insist on thig 
privilege. And make sure that writ 
ten permission is given in the note 
before you sign. 











Examining the lender’s wares 


When you’ve settled on se 
responsible loan agencies you war 
to interview, it’s time to make the _ 
rounds. On these trips, your 
pose is to examine each age 
wares (in this case, interest rates 
and services), not to buy. : 

You’ll be looked over carefully, © 
too, and all lending officials stresg 
the importance of the borrower’s 
making a good impression on his 
first interview. 

“Yet,” said one, ‘‘a man will 
come in here asking for a mortgage 
loan without knowing the true 
state of his own finances. Ask what 
he’s making, and he’ll quote the 
figure he pays taxes on. Take-home 
pay is what we’re interested in. We 
have to see the whole picture, 
down to how much pocket money 
he gives his kids and whether or not 
Grandpa is likely to throw a 
wrench into the budget by moving 
in on the family.” 

The INCOME AND PAY-OUT 
chart on page 36 is your best start 
to mortgage shopping. There are 
few questions a lender can shoot at 
a borrower that can’t be answered 
rapid fire when this information is 
carried to an interview. 

In addition to a clear-cut picture 
of your finances, every prospective 
lender will want personal and cred- 
it references. 

The lender will also want to 
know about the property you want — 
to buy. He will ask to see specifica- 
tions of the home, even though his 
firm will make its own expert in- 
spection before any mortgage is 
granted. He’ll certainly want to 
know how much mortgage money 
you want him to lend you. But, as 
noted before, the loan he grants 
will be based not on what you've 
been asked to pay for the property, 
but on the lender’s appraisal value. 
And there can be a difference of thou- 
sands of dollars. 


How to estimate mortgage 
money 


Last year, the Millers bought a 
house in the South. Asking price 
was $13,000. Chet and Jane, who 
planned to use the place for retire- 
ment, figured they would be safer 
with a mortgage that granted 
quick repayment privileges, rather 
than buying outright with the pro- 
ceeds from the sale of their old 
home. They went to the local bank 
for a mortgage of $5,500. 

After appraising the house they 
wished to buy, the bank, while 
willing to grant that amount, 
pointed out that the mortgage rep 
resented about 60 percent of

appraisal value—$9,000 against 
$13,000 the seller was asking. Back 
went Chet and Jane to the seller to 
demand a reduction. Ultimately, 
they got the house for $9,500; on a 
mortgage of $5,500, a handsome 
saving. 

Don’t pipe-dream of buying be- 
yond your range with the idea that 
the lending agency will hand over 
all the money needed. And be 
wary of falling so in love with a 
high-priced home that you take on 
a second short-term mortgage to 
cover the gap between your down 
payment and what you can get 
from the lending agency on the 
first mortgage. 


What will a lender ask? 


When you’ve exhausted the 
usual topic of the weather, your 
moneyman will want to know: 

1. Who you are, where you live. 

2. Location of the home you 
want to buy. 

3. Seller’s asking price. 

_ 4. How much money you’! need. 

5. Whether there are any other 
mortgages or liens outstanding on 
the property. (If your answer’s yes, 
be prepared with the full story.) 

6. Your finances and prospects, 
responsibilities, credit and personal 
references. If you’ve filled out the 
chart shown on page 36, here’s 
where you let it take over. 


Statements are checked 


You had your turn investigating 
the lending agency. Now it’s their 
turn. Your personal references will 
be contacted, usually by mail. 
Whether or not you can pledge the 
property as security for a loan will 
also be determined. The lender 
will make his appraisal of the 
house. And the amount of mort- 
gage offered you will be based on 
that appraisal. Whether you get 
the mortgage will depend on what 
they find out about you. 


Clearing the title 


Once you select the land you 
want to buy, you should obtain a 
written contract for its purchase. 
Now go straight to a reputable 
attorney. You'll need this legal ad- 
viser for examination of the ab- 
stract, which is a record of the 
property listing the owners back to 
the time a recording was first made. 

Your attorney will determine 
whether all previous owners ob- 
tained the property legally—see 
that the chain of title is not defec- 
tive. If he finds no flaws, the attor- 
ney draws a deed. He can also see 
that the deed is recorded in the 
proper place. 

Buying land without a title 
search is foolhardy. Every year, 
thousands of titles are found de- 
fective by a lawyer’s search. To 
correct these defects sometimes 
costs more than the land itself. 

Without a clear title, you’ll be 
unable to secure a mortgage. A 
cloudy title can force you to sell at 
a loss. It can keep you from selling 
when you'd like to.

There’ll be extras 


Never underestimate the num 
ber of extras for which you’ll she 
out in the initial stages of buying or 
building a home. Mortgages rarely, 
cover everything. Usually, you'll 
have to pay the appraisal fee. If it’s 
not mentioned in the contract, it 
will have been included in some’ 
other charge. You’ll have to pay 
insurance premiums; insurance 
and property taxes; revenue-stamp 
fees; fees for recording the mo 
gage and deed; lending-agency 
legal fees; charges for examining 
and transferring title; charges for’ 
surveying the property. , 

Add such payments as: photo- 
graphs of the property; first year’s 
taxes, payable in advance; exam- 
ination fee, payable when the loan 
application is made. 


Taking over an existing 
mortgage 

If there is one, you can save 
money by taking over an existing 
mortgage on the property if the 
interest is low or lower than the 
prevailing rate. 

Avoid a repeat of loan costs, if 
you can. The majority of lending 
agencies will cooperate with you 
on this. However, if they insist that 
a new mortgage be written, the 
cost of doing so should definitely be 
lower than if you and the lending 
agency had started from scratch. 


Don’t try to go it alone 


Unless you understand every 
word and implication of the con- 
tract, bring in your lawyer. He 
should be used to keep you out of 
trouble—not to play surgeon when 
your neck is bleeding from the ax. 

Know what you sign, why you're 
signing, what it will do for you, 
what it can mean to you today, to 
morrow, and in the years ah 
That’s your best start to a wonder 
ful homeownership.

Force flowering 
branches 


Fi your home with spring by cutting branches from 
trees and shrubs and bringing them indoors for forcing. 
Cut your branches 8 days to 3 weeks in advance, choosing 
those that show plump, well-developed buds. To remove 
the winter dirt, carefully immerse them in lukewarm 
water, without breaking off buds. Split their lower ends 
with a hammer or cut crosswise with knife and peel back 
the bark. Place them in a bucket of lukewarm water in 
a sunlit room. If you place them by a window, close out 
strongest light rays so buds won’t dry out. 

You can arrange branches immediately or leave them 
in the basement by a window or corner of a sunroom until 
they start to flower. The time it takes to bloom will de- 
pend upon the development of flower buds. Try to keep 
them at 55- to 65-degree temperature. 

Spray branches with water once or twice a week— 
change water more frequently after they flower. 

Branches that are easiest to force and loveliest to use 
alone or with cut flowers are plum, crabapple, forsythia, 
quince, pussy willow, weeping willow, peach, almond, 
elm, hickory, shad-blow, maple, buckeye, and redbud.

Discipline

L. easier to laugh at things other people’s children do 
than at the misdemeanors of your own children. But if 
you can keep your sense of humor when you correct your 
youngsters, or at least not get emotionally upset, you are 
fortunate. You can relax and enjoy your family. You can 
help your children develop happy personalities. 

In a recent study, the writers asked more than 1,200 
parents these three questions: 

What is the last thing a youngster of yours did that you did not 
approve? 

What did you do about it? 

What effect did it have? 

The quotations below show what some of the parents 
did to handle disciplinary problems with their youngsters. 


Help with dishes. “My son, 11, didn’t come when called 
to dry the dishes. So he had to wash them, too. He did all 
the dishes properly (even cleaned the sink!). He said he’d 
wanted to do the washing all along because it made his 
fingernails so clean.” 


Slang and swearing. ‘‘Sally, 7, said, ‘that doggoned old 
thing.’ I explained I didn’t like her to use slang words. 
She asked, ‘Is ‘‘for heaven’s sake”’ a slang word?’ ” 


Going to bed. ‘‘She took too long and found too many 
excuses for not getting into bed, so I made her go to bed 
a half hour earlier next night. It helped somewhat, but, 
knowing I did the same thing myself as a child, I don’t 
expect perfection.” 


Telling lies. ““He told a fib. Took him fishing and talked 
it over. Don’t know of his telling one since.” 


Spending money. “‘We discovered that Jane, aged 8, was 
spending her bank money for gumdrops instead of de- 
positing it. Questioned, she said, “The bank lady wouldn’t 
take it.’ Panic reigned, and all was revealed. Her daddy 
and I talked it over when she was not there. We decided 
that I’d been too strict about candy and that it was time 
Jane had a regular allowance to spend as she wished. We 
gave it to her with the warning never again to spend the 
money she had to put in the bank.” 


Playing slot machines. ““My boys began to gamble. Slot 
machines. I had a lucky opportunity to show them the 
palatial yacht of the man who manufactured the machines. 
They got the point.” 


Contrariness. “She said ‘No’ to everything and acted 
cross. It was purely because she was overtired. I put her 
to bed. She had a brief nap and was her usual amiable 
self. Practically all of our troubles occur when she is 
tired. We are trying to avoid that.” —_[ Turn to page 168

Late for supper. “We used to 
have supper at 5:30. No special 
reason, just habit. When our boy 
entered junior high, he kept being 
late for supper. He hated to leave 
the gang. We changed our hour to 
6:30. No more trouble.” 


Bickering. “Our two girls, 8 and 
11, seldom quarrel unless one or 
both are ill, tired, bored, or given 
too little adult attention. This time, 
one was just up from flu. I sent each 
to her own room for 15 minutes, 
door closed. The younger read, the 
older worked on a school notebook. 
When called, they came down to- 
gether, laughing, good friends.”’ 


Excess energy. “We've brought 
about considerable improvement 
in the way the young man of our 
family, now 7, treats his sisters. We 
have planned other ways for him to 
vent his anger and use his energy. 
We’ve bought a striking bag, and 
when he feels mad, he punches it. 
We have taught him to jitterbug. 
We tell him it will help him with 
his basketball and football foot- 
work later.” 


House wrecker. “A happy, mis- 
chievous boy of 9. His mischief 
consists of damaging something 
that will make a noise, especially 
furniture. I have found punishing 
him does no good. Depriving him of 
hammer and tools does no good. 
We are building a workshop, a 
place where he will be able to cre- 
ate, bang, knock, and have fun!” 


When psychology fails. “When 
my two little girls disregard my or- 
ders, I find a spanking does the most 
good. 1 do not resort to this very 
often, but at times no amount of 
psychology works.” 


Paying for damage. “The boys 
played catch with the house for a 
backstop and broke a_ window. 
They had been warned. I made 
them spend their allowance to buy 
new glass and put it in, putty and 
all. They did a good job—and now 
go to the corner lot to play ball.” 


No grudges. “The spanking he 
received on his rear made my 8- 
year-old better about obeying and 
hasn’t damaged his feelings. In fact, 
he displays more affection since 
this episode. Puts his arms around 
me and gives me a quick kiss. Of 
course, I always respond. He knows 
we never carry a grudge. When 
anything has gone wrong, we al- 
ways make up at bedtime so he can 
go to sleep with untroubled mind.” 


Love on the line. ‘““My 3-year- 
old daughter was extremely ir- 
ritable for six weeks. My husband 
and I went into a huddle. We tried 
scolding, removing desserts, keep- 
ping her in—all to no avail. We 
talked it over again and decided 
we were wrong. A new baby 
brother had been getting most of 
our attention, and we’d assumed 
Jennifer would understand. We 
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decided to make every possible ef. 
fort to show her love, to kiss her, 
praise her, and cuddle her in Spite 
of her seeming not to want to. It took 
approximately a week. She re. 
sponded beautifully when she 
could see that we loved her as much 
as the baby. We feel very trium- 
phant. This was over a year ago, 
and since then we have had our 
happy daughter once more. More 
parents should search themselves 
first, we feel, before punishment is 
doled out. I am the mother, but 
her dad took an active part in this 
problem.” 


As you read these reports, two 
things may strike you, as they 
strike a psychologist. The attitudes 
of these particular parents toward 
discipline create an atmosphere of 
love and happiness in the home. 
Their actions are adapted to the 
circumstances and are such as to 
avoid or discourage repetition of 
misbehavior. When _ punishments 
are used, care is taken not to under- 
mine mutual affection and trust. 

Here are some practical sugges- 
tions that may help you in your 
problems of discipline. 


1. Exercise your sense of hu- 
mor. It is only human sometimes 
to lose your temper when a young- 
ster loses his or is disobedient, care- 
less, destructive, or impertinent. 
But you can cultivate the habit of 
laughing when the storm has 
passed. Laugh at what has hap- 
pened. Laugh at yourself. Laugh 
with but never at the youngster. 


2. Don’t worry. Worry drains 
vitality and happiness. Many par- 
ents worry needlessly, first about 
what a youngster has done and 
then about how they have pun- 
ished him. One good way to stop 
worrying is to join a parents’ study 
group. The discussions will show you 
that your offspring are not unique- 
ly bad. Taking part in the discus- 
sion will help you get your troubles 
out of yourself. 

Other ways are to think back over 
your own childhood and to read what 
the books and magazines say about child 
development. 

A little thought and study will 
convince you that almost every 
child sooner or later lies, steals, 
cheats, swears, talks back, acts 
selfishly, quarrels with brothers 
and sisters and other children, and 
does all the other things, major and 
minor, of which parents quite 
rightly disapprove. Such knowledge 
keeps you from being shocked and 
helps to help your boy or girl learn 
better. 


3. Hunt for causes. If you know 
why a youngster behaves as he does, 
you will be understanding and 
sympathetic. Your understan 
and sympathy will make him want 
to do what you want. And you can 
often remove or at least modify the 
difficulty. Here are some common 
causes of misbehavior: lack 
knowledge or experience, curiosity,

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A visit to Pickle Hill 


This is the home of the Lanca- 
shires; and if you would want to 
know why they live where they do, 
you must go, at least once, to the 
foggy river that picks at the skirts 
of Pickle Hill. 

You must also go to the field. 

The field lies on top of the hill, 
not far from the log house. Recent- 
ly, a tractor snorted through it, 
tearing out brush and small trees, 
ripping at the sandy soil where 
their roots entwined. 

Now, it lies baking in the sun. 
Walk across it, and dust rises above 
your shoe tops. Watch it, and up- 
turned boulders, twice the size of a 
man’s head, shimmer everywhere. 

But watching it is not enough. 
A tractor attached to a stone boat 
is ready. And you may drive it, if 
you solve the mystery of the gears, 
or walk along behind until it stops 
beside a huge boulder. If you’re 
walking, now is the time to heave 
at the rock, straining with heavy 
gloves that won’t last out the day, 
until this rock and a dozen others 
are piled high on the rude sled, 
dragged painfully (this is a light- 
weight tractor for the job) to a 
fence line to be thrown off again. 

All day, the tractor moves back 
and forth in widening arcs. All day, 
the dust rises, choking, hot, gritty 
with the leavings of glaciers that 
departed not too long ago. You 
drive—or follow and lift rocks— 
until sweat soaks your shirt and 
your hands are raw and dust fogs 
your eyes. When the gong back by 


the log house finally sounds for 
supper and the end of the day, 
you’re more than ready. For the 
last trip, you hop aboard the lurch- 
ing boat, with the rocks, to ride to 
the edge of the field. But there, 
driver and lifters pause for a quick 
cigarette, one last look at the field 
where underbrush and trees grew 
in a tangle only a few days ago, 
and boulders pockmarked it only 
this morning. 


Land is ready for crops 

But now there are no trees and 
no rocks. Now, it is a fertile field, 
just waiting for rain and seed. You 
—blistered hands or not—have 
helped to build something, where 
nothing that particularly mattered 
ever was before. 

If you would understand the 
Lancashires, at their home in the 
wild Kenai, you must spend at least 
one day in the field. These are 
people who pay a terrific price— 
in privation, backbreaking work, 
isolation, cold—for a living divi- 
dend that satisfies them. To under- 
stand it at all, you certainly must 
understand a little the attraction of 
a frontier: the space, the wildness, 
the wonderful aloneness of a fam- 
ily, closely drawn together. And 
you certainly need to know what 
satisfaction there is in saying, “I 
built this. I cut it out of nothing. I 
made these things grow.” 

Lawrence Lancashire, now 36, 
left college to become a bomber 
pilot, bombed Ploesti, and spent 
13 months in a Rumanian prison 
camp, then finished his personal 


war by ferrying fighter planes to 
Alaska to be given to the Russians. 
After the war, a brief look at crop- 
dusting from aircraft convinced 
him that he wanted a longer life, 
so he set up a paint-contracting 
business in his native Ohio. This 
was reasonably successful, and his 
wife set about raising a family on 
the presumption that Ohio would 
be their permanent home. 

“But,” he says, “the only satis- 
faction I got out of what I was do- 
ing was that of making more mon- 
ey than some of my acquaintances 
in the good months. That wasn’t 
enough to live for.” 

Lorraine, whose red hair long 
since has put her given name 
into retirement and_ substituted 
“Rusty,” had heard talk of Alaska 
many times—so perhaps she wasn’t 
listening closely one special night, 
and missed a certain change in 
tone. So she really wasn’t thinking 
when she said, ‘“‘Well, then, why 
don’t we just sell out and go to 
Alaska?” 

The Lancashires sell out 

The next day, equipment of the 
Lancashire paint-spraying com- 
pany went on sale. A few weeks 
later, Larry headed an automobile 
into the Kenai peninsula, one of 
the very few places in Alaska where 
truly arable land stil] was available 
for homesteading. He chose his 
stopping place easily—the town of 
Kenai was the end of the only road 
then penetrating this part of the 
peninsula. Beyond it were only 
Cook Inlet with its mud-gray and 


ice-cold water, the equally icy 
Kenai River, coming straight out 
of a glacier, and a great, untracked, 
unplowed wilderness. 

The 160 acres he chose lay be- 
tween the river, bordered with 
muskeg swamp, and the newly 
bulldozed highway, 160 miles from 
Anchorage by road (only 63 by 
air) and 100 miles from the port of 
Seward. The land touched the riv- 
er, but more than half lay on top of 
the one local rise in a flat setting, 
Pickle Hill. Here, he pitched a tent 
in a grove of birches. And to this 
tent, Rusty presently brought their 
three red-haired daughters—Mar- 
tha, then 5; Laurie, 3; and Abby, 
an infant. In the late summer of 
1948, husband and wife threw up 
a rude log cabin, still without floors 
or windows when cold weather 
came. At long last, they were home. 


A farm takes shape 

Six years later, home still is on 
the hill. The cabin has been fin- 
ished, windowed, expanded by a 
bedroom, a kitchen, and even a 
bathroom. (The tub, filled with 
flowers, sat outside for a summer 
before the room was built, still 
doubles as a milk cooler between 
bath nights. A toilet is still to come. 
But nevertheless, this is a real bath- 
room, in a country where bath- 
rooms are few and far between.) 
Because this is a working farm, 
outside improvements are even 
more impressive—a good small 
barn with hayloft, a smokehouse, 
a chickenhouse, a storage shed, all

Prune canes back to 6 or 8 inches 
on strong hybrid-teas, 4 to 6 inches 
for floribundas, 10 to 15 on ramblers. 

Make cuts above strong outside 
buds, and remove thin, weak wood 
entirely. Use sharp shears to make 
smooth, clean cuts. 

Check to see that label is on a 
strong stem and isn’t covered by soil. 





Protect canes from drying out 
while new roots are getting started. 
Use a plastic sack. To hold in place, 
weight edge or sack with soil. 

You can also protect canes with 
moist burlap or soil until buds start 
to grow. The sphagnum used to pro- 
tect roses in shipping is valuable for 
this, too. Remove protection the 
moment shoots start. 





Feed plants with a balanced plant 


food when new shoots are a few 
inches long. Apply in broad, shallow 
furrow at base, and water it in. 

For most vigorous growth, roses 
need equivalent of an inch of rain a 
week. Water regularly as needed to 
supplement rainfall. 

To keep roses free of pests, spray 
or dust weekly with a pesticide made 
especially for roses.

The northern branch (U. S. 90A 
and 90) cuts through forests, pas- 
turelands, and pecan groves. The 
southern branch (U.S. 90 and 98) 
crosses the new resort area along 
the shores of the Gulf. Either will 
take you to Tallahassee in a day. 

West-coast resorts lack the glitter 
and magnificence of the luxury 
hotels and fabulous estates that 
fringe Florida’s east shore. But 
their beaches are the finest. Pic- 
turesque spots from Pensacola to 
Panama City have become state 
parks with picnic tables, palm 
trees, and dressing rooms with 
showers. Here are beaches where 
you can enjoy the sun and the surf 
with more than just elbowroom. 

The summer climate, according 
to west-coast residents, is Florida’s 
best—cool and less humid. Judging 
by the midsummer influx of vaca- 
tion-minded Alabamans from cit- 
ies to the north, west-coast claims 
are well founded. There’s but one 
objection to choosing the southern 
route—you might spend an extra 
day or more in this beachland par- 
adise and upset your whole vaca- 
tion schedule! 

East of Panama City, beaches 
are not so attractive; resorts are 
farther apart. But there are beauti- 
ful views across bays, and fishing is 
the major attraction. Much of the 
region is swampland. To the north, 
not far from Tallahassee, is Wa- 
kulla Springs, where you can swim 
in crystal-clear waters or explore in 
glass-bottomed boats. 

Tallahassee is tucked among the 
rolling hills of north-central Flori- 
da. Its residents point out that in 
the Civil War, theirs was the only 
capital city of the Old South not 
invaded by Union troops. Many 
splendid motels make Tallahassee 
an excellent overnight stop. 

Along the new blacktop highway 
cutting through pine forests on the 
way to Cross City, there are very 
few service stations and cafés. Far- 
ther south, a side trip of a mile or 
two at Crystal River leads to Para- 
dise Point. Here, in a tropical set- 
ting, many beautiful homes have 
been wedged into the jungle. 


Walk under water 


Life under water at both Homo- 
sassa Springs and Weeki Wachee 
Spring is fascinating. Homosassa 
Springs, with Nature’s Giant Fish 
Bowl, is on U. S. 19. Huge schools 
of fish entering the cove waters 
from the sea parade past the win- 
dows of an underwater walk. From 
comfortable seats below the water 
level at Weeki Wachee, you can 
see the mermaid ballet. 

For years, Tarpon Springs has 

en known as one of the world’s 
famous sponge markets. The de- 
mand for natural sponges has di- 
minished, but the sponge-fishing 
fleet is still active. Deep-sea-diving 
exhibitions can be seen in Tarpon 
Springs. After browsing through 
the city’s sponge and gift shops, 
you won’t want to miss having a 
Greek salad or a turtle steak at

Down the peninsula is St. Peters- 
burg—Florida’s ‘‘sunshine city.” 
Both youngsters and oldsters sun- 
bathe, swim, or collect shells on the 
beaches of the off-shore chain of 
islands linked with St. Petersburg 
by a causeway. They enjoy the 
drive along the Yacht Basin shore, 
fringed with stately palms, and 
over the causeway that leads to 
cigarmaking Tampa across the bay. 

Cigars are not all that has 
brought fame to Tampa. This city, 
as distinctly Latin as Tarpon 
Springs is Greek, handles much of 
the produce of Florida farms and 
citrus groves. Its citrus-canning 
plants prepare a big share of Amer- 
ica’s grapefruit juice. In suburban 
Ybor City, Las Novedades offers 
the treat of excellent Spanish food 
served in a Spanish atmosphere. 

Cypress Gardens 

Winter Haven lies east of Tampa. 
A short drive from Winter Haven 
is Cypress Gardens, where you can 
enjoy a cruise along waterways 
through a forest of giant cypress 
trees with swaying drapes of Span- 
ish moss. Have luncheon at the 
gardens and stay for the water- 
skiing show. There is a lakeside 
stand for camera fans. Exposure 
readings are given over a loud- 
speaker, and a darkroom is avail- 
able to the public. 

The 71 bells of the Bok Singing 
Tower atop Iron Mountain, near 
Winter Haven, may be silent dur- 
ing your visit in summer. But the 
gardens mirrored in the lake will 
be a symphony of color. At Braden- 
ton, back on the coast, you'll see 
the world’s largest trailer park. At 
Sarasota, one of Florida’s finest 
flocks of pink flamingos is found in 
the Sarasota Jungle Gardens. And 
you’ll want to see the masterpieces 
of the art collection of John Ring- 
ling of circus fame. There is Edi- 
son’s home and laboratory in Fort 
Myers. Then the Florida of yester- 
years—Big Cypress Swamp and 
the Everglades. 

There are almost 2,500 square 
miles of Big Cypress Swamp. Once 
you enter it, on the Tamiami Trail, 
you discover a different world, 
broken only by strange sounds. 
White egrets stand like statuettes in 
pools choked with water hyacinths. 
Buttressed cypresses draped with 
gray strands of moss, with wild 
orchids and air plants in their 
branches, add a touch of weird- 
ness. It took 13 years to build a 
highway across this wilderness. 

Beyond Big Cypress Swamp are 
the water-pocket grasslands of the 
Everglades—sawgrass, water, man- 
grove thickets, alligator nests, and 
bird rookeries. This is the home of a 
tribe of the Seminoles. You’ll see 
them poling their dugouts along 
the Tamiami Canal. At Home- 
stead, State 27 leads into Ever- 
glades National Park. 

Keys stretch for 100 miles 

A steppingstone chain emerges 
from the mangrove swamps of the 
mainland and reaches out more 
than 100 miles toward Cuba. The 
Florida Keys were once pirate 
hide-outs. They are dotted today 
with motels, fishing resorts, and 
naval installations. At Bahia Honda 
Key, you’ll choose between a bath-

ing beach on the Atlantic and one 
on the Gulf, each but a few steps 
from the other. When halfway 
across 7-mile Bridge, one of 43 
linking the Keys, you’ll be out of 
sight of land! 

Try to reach Key West about 
sundown. The city will be set in a 
world of sea and sky, crimson and 
gold. Visit the fish docks, the 
shrimp fleet, and the turtle crawls. 
Turtle crawls are the dockside pens 
where sea turtles are kept alive un- 
til sent to canneries and markets. 
Key West has many Cuban cus- 
toms; many of its cafés serve Cuban 
food. A small Italian restaurant— 
Ciffel’s—on Truman Avenue 
serves excellent homemade lasagne. 
From this city, “Q” Airways has 
three flights daily to Havana, only 
45 minutes away. (Fare, $20 plus 
tax the round trip.) 

When you return from the Keys, 
you'll find some of Florida’s major 
attractions south of Miami. Don’t 
miss the show put on by the ma- 
caws and cockatoos of the Parrot 


Jungle in South Miami. In the 


Serpentarium, you'll see cobras 
milked of their venom, and in the 
Monkey Jungle, you’ll be caged 
while the monkeys run free. Coral 
Gables will fascinate you with its 
tropical gardens, coral-pink homes, 
and shops. Miami, built on sand, 
sea, and sunshine, will keep you 
very busy before you leave for the 
Bahamas. 

Causeways link Miami with 
Miami Beach and its miles of sand, 
surf, palm trees, and hotels. An 
exotic place to bathe is Tahiti 
Beach, as beautiful as any South 
Seas atoll. To see Miami from the 
water, board a Nikko-Grayline 
sight-seeing boat and cruise Bis- 
cayne Bay and many of the canals 
flanked by palatial estates. You 
might spend hours in the Dade 
County Museum, where one of the 
nation’s most valuable collections 
of art treasures is on display.

The Bahamian capital has 
thrived on adventure. In the days 
when it was Charles Town, swash- 
buckling pirates ruled the city un- 
til a courageous British governor 
cleaned out the nest. Prosperity 
smiled again when it was a base for 
Confederate blockade runners and, 
jn more recent times, for the rum- 
runners of the prohibition era. To- 
day, it is a quiet British colonial 
town in a tropical setting. 

Historical Nassau 

Nassau spreads out from its busy 
waterfront. Old Fort Charlotte, 
with deep, dark dungeons carved 
from solid rock, frowns down upon 
the harbor entrance. Toward the 
opposite end of the city, the an- 
cient guns of old Fort Fincastle 
poke out above the residential dis- 
trict. Both were built in the years 
immediately following the birth of 
the young republic. 

You can explore Nassau afoot or 
by fringe-topped carriage. The 
contrast between the carefree ways 
of the Bahamian and our own hur- 
ried existence will be strongly evi- 
dent. You'll see Government House 
on the hill above the business dis- 
trict. You’ll also see a statue of 
Columbus. San Salvador, where 
Columbus first stepped ashore in 
the New World, is one of the out- 
lying islands of the Bahamas. 

" Hillside streets are narrow. Many 

homes are coral pink and shaded 
by spreading Poinciana trees and 
slender-stemmed palms. Bougain- 
villea of almost every shade bogs 
down garden walls and roof tops 
with masses of blossoms. You’ll 
meet native shoppers carrying their 
purchases atop their heads. 

Inthe Straw Market where Raw- 
son Square faces Prince George 
Wharf, native women display the 
hats, mats, baskets, and bags they 
have fashioned from straw and 
hemp and decorated with shells. 
At the Market Place, sailing vessels 
from the outlying islands unload 
cargoes of tomatoes, pineapples, 
and other produce. Eventually, 
you'll come back to Bay Street 
shops with their bargains in French 
perfumes and British woolens and 
leather goods. 

Each afternoon, there’!l be some- 
thing different on your Bahama 
schedule. On a tour of the island, 
youll see more palm-fringed 
beaches, Blackbeard’s Tower, and 
native villages. From Prince George 
Wharf, it is a 15-minute boat trip 
to famed Paradise Beach. Two-day 
trips can be made to such out- 
islands as Eleuthra and Harbor 
Island on regularly scheduled small 
mail boats. 

There is no lack of hotels in 
Nassau.Several that are moderately 
priced are on Bay Street. The lux- 
urious British Colonial and the old- 
er Royal Victoria offer the finest in 
accommodations. Some evening, 
to top off a perfect day, dine on the 
Coconut Palm Terrace of the 
Royal Victoria. There’ll be Ba- 
hamian Calypso singing, too. 


Back to the U.S. A. 


Your time to head back to the 
Mainland will come all too soon. 
ut once you’re back in Miami, 
You're ready to head north along 
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Florida’s east coast. U. S. 1 to West 
Palm Beach is extremely slow. 
Traffic signals are as numerous as 
in downtown Miami. So, take U. S. 
441 north, then over to U. S. 1 at 
West Palm Beach. A side trip to 
Boca Raton will take you to a bit of 
Africa that has been brought to 
Florida. African animals live in a 
habitat much like their native land, 
an African village has been built, 
and a train takes visitors safely 
through Africa, U. S. A. 

The route north is flanked by 
palms and palmettos, sand dunes 
and beaches, motels and palatial 
estates. You can drive your car on 
the beach at Daytona Beach. Visit 
the oceanarium at Marineland to 
see trained porpoises jump through 
hoops and play ball. 

Over the Bridge of the Lions, 
you'll enter America’s oldest city— 
St. Augustine, founded by Menen- 


dez in 1563. Across the drawbridge 


of old Fort San Marcos, there is a 


different world, a part of the past 


that has been preserved. The city 
gates, narrow ‘Treasury Street 
barely 6 feet wide, the patio and 
museum of the oldest house in 
America, the old plaza and the 


slave market—they’ll start you 
dreaming of the former St. Augus- 


tine. You can see it all by carriage, 
by trailer train, afoot, or in your 
car. Have dinner at the Corner 
House, then spend the evening in 
the Lightner Museum of Hobbies. 
In St. Augustine Alligator Farm, 


one of the largest in Florida, there 
are about 6,000 living specimens. 


Busy Jacksonville has much to 


offer: life along the river front, the 
exotic Oriental Gardens, the pine 


forests, and Florida’s memorial to 


Stephen Foster.

Plain dirt gardener

Baby Daniel got his first look at gardening today. Stopped there on my way 
home from the office, pointed out some bright, new crocus tips to the family 


Feb. 1 Here it is again—the short- 
est month of the year. But the one 
full of dreams and planning. I’m 
really beginning to hanker for 
springtime to come this year— 
more so than for several years 
back. I’m longing to get out to 
prune, spade, plant, hoe. 

Maybe this is due to improve- 
ment in my state of health. What 
with pills and all, the doctor has 
worked a miracle. I’m 10 years 
younger than I was Thanksgiving. 

Outdoors to date I haven’t seen 
any signs yet of tips of crocus, tu- 
lip, or narcissus. Indoors, Maggie 
has two big amaryllis bulbs in pots 
by the dining-room window. They 
are growing upward. Two gloxinia 
tubers in pots are healthy. 

I looked over those two African- 
violet plants of Maggie’s with criti- 
cal eye. Both are growing vigorous- 
ly, but nary a sign of bloom. 

Some of my new seeds are al- 
ready on hand—including some 
outstanding new hybrid petunias. 
Other spring needs are well in 
mind, though not much bought or 
sent for, as yet. This is the best 
month in the year for ordering. 


Feb. 2 Stopped at one of the seed 
stores and bought a new supply of 
sunflower seéds for the birds. Then 
to visit our two grandsons. As I 
went in the front door, little Gary 
came toddling toward me as fast as 
his little legs could propel him. 

I carried him to the kitchen, and 
there was Janet, washing dishes. 
Baby Daniel, now 46 days old, was 
sleeping on the kitchen table, on a 
blanket. I told her she won’t be 
able to leave him that way long. 
He is beginning to wiggle already. 

Looking round the premises, I 
could see that Donald has a spring 
chore to do. He will need to build 
more white paling fence beside and 
back of his new garage. By sum- 
mer, Gary will be big enough to 
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get out there, and something stout 
will be needed to keep him inside. 
Tonight, Maggie and I went to 
the annual dinner meeting of our 
local iris society. The speaker told 
us that tall bearded iris needs per- 
fect drainage, sunlight, compost, 
and plant food. He also mulches 
his iris—with peatmoss, or some- 
times with ground corncobs—and 
says his plants thrive with this. 


Feb. 3 To meeting of our men’s 
rose club tonight. Featured was a 
report by Pete, the head man for 
our coming June rose show. He 
handed us a list of committees, had 
me on flower arrangements. 

The program had an off-the- 
record report on plant foods by one 
of our own members. He empha- 
sized that the value of a plant food 
depends on the analysis printed on 
the bag or package. So, read this, 
he said. 

Another point he made is that it 
is a lot more economical to buy 
plant food in larger amounts. 
There is a substantial saving this 
way, as compared to dibby-dab 
small-lot buying whenever you 
need some for current use. This is 
exactly what I have been doing for 
years. If you have a dry place to 
store it, now is a good time to buy. 


Feb. 4 Two inches of snow—and 
my four-buckle arctics had been 
left down at Donald’s. So put on 
brogans, and out to refill bird feed- 
ers. Forgot to mention that the 
other evening I counted 14 cardi- 
nals having supper with us. 


Feb. 5 To the doctor’s on my way 
home and heard results of my trip 
to a lab the other day. Bless my 
soul—by now I’m too healthy. 


Feb. 6 Was talking about African- 
violets today with a young florist 
chap who has a college education 


in floriculture. He says it doesn’t 
matter whether you water at top of 
pot or at bottom. Just not water 
too much, and watch sunlight, tem- 
perature, and humidity of room. 

Maggie has a.tea wagon, a handy 
little piece on wheels, which so- 
journs in our dining room. She has 
the top of it covered with her house 
plants. Every night before going 
upstairs, she pushes this wagon 
away from the window. Next morn- 
ing and during the day, she wheels 
it to suit the needs of the plants as 
to sunlight. 


Feb. 7 Methinks the jolly old sun 
is ahead of schedule this time. Why, 
I can find the morning paper out 
in the Pfitzer juniper where it 
usually gets thrown, without taking 
a flashlight with me. 

As I went across the south of the 
house today, I saw my crocuses all 
coming up. 


Feb. 8 Goodness—forgot to men- 
tion the biggest news of yesterday. 
I bought a truckload of good barn- 
yard manure. Dumped it on the 
early garden spot back of the ga- 
rage. Just think how this will be for 
the garden sass, roses, and so on. 


Feb. 9 About now, some folks 
can’t wait any longer. They begin 
to sow seeds in flats and pots and 
pans. That’s O.K., but I don’t do 
it that way any more. With hot-air 
heat, our house is too dry and 
mebbe too hot. The seedlings won’t 
flourish. I get around this by doing 
my seed-sowing next month in our 
little electric hotbed. 


Feb. 10 When I came home to- 
night, all the snow had melted. 
Maggie had swept the back walk 
clean. Thermometer was up to 50.

What type of cat is best as a pet? 
—Mrs. G. F. C., Maryland. 

All breeds are very much alike 
in temperament and character. 
The Siamese is the most popular 
and glamorous among the pure- 
breds, but ordinary tabbies are 
just as pleasing and satisfactory. 


Car riding seems to make my 
puppy carsick. Is there anything I 
can do to make him overcome this?

Ninety percent of car sickness is 
caused by the panic of being in the 
midst of strange, bumpy, swaying 
surroundings. Feed the pup _ his 
meals in the car a week or so. Then, 
when he bounds in eagerly as you 
open the door, take him for a short 
ride before feeding. Gradually in- 
crease the length of the rides. 


I intend to start breeding para- 
keets. What is the production sched- 
ule of these birds?7—Mrs. K. J. J.. 
North Carolina. 

Average per nest is five young, 
with about three nestings a year, or 
a total of around 15. Some breeders 
claim more, but you’ll find all birds 
don’t run true to form. Some have 
only two broods per season. 


A writer states that antidistemper 
serum, given under ideal conditions, 
is sure protection. Is this true2— 
Mrs. R. H. H., New York. 

No matter how perfect the vac- 
cination may be, or the conditions 
under which it is administered, 
the really determining factors are 
such things as proper food, health- 
ful housing, good care, and proper 
attention to ailments which may 
weaken your pet’s resistance. 


I have heard that fish is the best 
food for cats. Is this true?—Miss E. 
I. F.. Pennsylvania. 

Cats like fish, but other items are 
good, too. Correct feedings can be 
made up of various combinations 
of fish, horse meat, liver, fowl 
(watch for bones), mixed with 
cereals. Prepared cat foods are well 
balanced in vitamins and minerals. 





Vy neighbor breeds and sells rat 
terriers. He claims his dogs are ped- 
igreed. Is this true?7—Mrs.S.W. P., 
Wisconsin. 

There is no such recognized 
breed, never was. Years ago, the 
Manchester terrier was called by 
such a name, but it was just a 
meaningless nickname. 


I feed my fish three times a day 
and use a prepared food.

It is not necessary to feed fish 
three times a day. Once is enough. 
You can also feed them raw scraped 
beef, liver, fish, oysters, shrimp.

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built by Larry, largely with timber 
he has cut and boards he has 
sawed. A secondhand generator 
powers a pump for that rarest of 
rural Alaska comforts: running 
water; and for somewhat erratic 
electric lights. A new greenhouse, 
of near-commercial size, is filled 
with tomato plants and flowers. 

Forty acres have been cleared 
and broken, at an average cost of 
$115 an acre, not counting Larry’s 
own backbreaking labor. Equip- 
ment includes the small tractor 
with attachments and a pump; a 
used truck; the badly beaten little 
station wagon; Carpenter’s tools; a 
power saw ; loggers’ and pipe-fitters’ 
equipment; and a motor-mechan- 
ic’s kit. Thirty chickens (the re- 
mainder of a larger flock which 
proved commercially impractical) 
and a single Guernsey cow with 
two calves comprise the livestock 
—the cow wanders freely, occa- 
sionally stares in a kitchen window, 
mournfully contemplating the 
black dog, Mickey, who gets in 
where she can’t. A tabby cat, 
Snow-white, regularly produces 
kittens who turn into wild cats if 
not babied. 

Half a dozen acres of potatoes 
carry the Lancashire cash hopes. 
Sold to the Army in advance, these 
represent a potential profit equiva- 
lent to a fair annual salary in most 
states. If they mature and others 
after them mature as planned next 
year and the next, freckled Martha, 
now 11 and turning into a beauty, 
will go to high school ‘‘outside,” 
learn to wear dresses regularly, for 
a while live the life of an ordinary 
teen-ager—like one whose parents 
operate a drugstore or whose father 
works in a bank. It all depends on 
the potatoes. If they fail—well, in 
such a place as the Kenai, there’s 
always one more thing that hasn’t 
been tried, and Larry Lancashire 
is just the man to try it. 


Land of the midnight sun 


To an outsider, the most lasting 
impression of the Lancashire living 
plans is the fantastic amount of 
work involved. Days here give 
nearly 23 hours of light in early 
summer, and whip-thin Larry uses 
most of them. A carpenter as well 
a8 a painter, he reasonably could 
expect to earn upwards of $200 a 
week during the rush building sea- 
son, either in Anchorage or at mil- 
itary bases or smaller towns nearer 
home. But this also is the season 
when most of the work at home 
must be done, so the subsistence 
plan of farming works badly, as 
many a homesteader has discov- 
ered. In the first years, Lancashire 
always was forced to some outside 
employment for cash. But this year, 
he hopes to support his family with- 
out leaving the home property. 
This involves such projects as po- 
tatoes, for cash, plus field clearing, 
plus additional building, plus sales 
of a little milk and a few garden 
vegetables, plus considerable hope. 

Neashire generally must manu-

ment, and can afford only an occa- 
sional half-grown boy for summer 
help. After the autumn freeze, 
farm work slows down, of course, 
but the rest of the necessities— 
good to supplement store-pur- 
chased supplies for winter—pre- 
vent time from hanging heavy on 
anybody’s hands. Moose meat, 
ducks, geese—all to be stored in a 
town freezer—plus fish to be 
smoked are the main items. An oc- 
casional job as guide or assistant 
on a hunting trip financed by out- 
siders offers a possible source of ad- 
ditional cash, but doesn’t come 
often. Last winter, in the season 
when no real improvement could 
be made on the home farm, Larry 
contracted to log a few acres of 
timberland, taking his pay in a per- 
centage of the finished lumber. Of 
such stratagems, rural Alaska life 
is built. 


House is well equipped now 


For Rusty, the days are not too 
different. By local standards, house 
is well equipped with the running 
water, an oil stove, and water- 
heating arrangements—but no re- 
frigeration. The nearest crossroads 
are at Soldotna, 3 miles away (no 
problem in summer, but a distance 
of importance when 4 feet of snow 
lies on the ground and the bottom 
drops out of the thermometer). 
Major purchases must be made at 
Kenai, itself only a collection of 
jerry-built shacks and trailers. Of 
course, there are no deliveries. 
Waffle irons, electric toasters, and 
power sweepers are things only re- 
membered, and so will remain, at 
least until promised rural electri- 
fication lines really arrive. 

This family of five, plus an av- 
erage of two extras, either guests or 
farm workers, eats at a long table 
in the living room, and the whole 
family sleeps in the single bedroom, 
equipped with a double-deck bunk, 
a single and a double bed. House 
floors are not covered, but Rusty 
has curtained windows against the 
bitter winter cold and the bright 
summer nights. A battery radio of- 
fers entertainment, but the Lanca- 
shires all are so busy that nobody 
has bothered to repair its latest ail- 
ment, which developed last spring. 

The garden—radishes, lettuce, 
cabbages, tomatoes in the hothouse, 
and a few flowers—is Rusty’s re- 
sponsibility, but not much can be 
done about it in dry weather ex- 
cept to keep the cattle out (and try 
to frighten away the odd moose 
which also wanders in). On a June 
evening this year, Rusty felt the 
pain of perishing plants so person- 
ally that she carried water to some 
of them from the family supply— 
but the extra drain caused a por- 
tion of the well to cave in. So no 
more watering could be done.

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moose, to smoke fish, to make tasty 
dishes from fish milt, hearts, and 
livers, as well as an acceptable 
drink from Labrador tea, a low- 
rowing native bush. She drives 
the station wagon over atrocious 
roads, winter and summer, and the 
tractor when necessary. She milks 
the cow when Larry is away—all 
this sounding siuiple enough to 

ple raised on farms, but which 
was not so easy for the Lancashires, 
neither of whom had any farm 
background when they came to the 
Kenai. Once, Rusty shot a bear 
from her kitchen window as he was 
menacing chickens and calves. In 
this area, nobody thought anything 
about the necessity for doing the 
shooting—but none of her friends 
let her forget an acid fact: In a 
country of rifle experts, she re- 
quired four shots to dispose of the 
bear’s marauding nibs. 

The Lancashires have lived on 
less than $100 a month cash (in a 
country where an ordinary dinner 
costs $4 or $5 and most prices av- 
erage 25 percent higher than in 
Western states), but they have 
poured some $17,000 of their sav- 
ings and earnings into the farm and 
equipment, which they now figure 
has a sale value of $27,000. Ob- 
viously, there still is no money for 
extras. Crops are financed by gov- 
ernment loans, and the whole op- 
eration teeters between the nice 
profits available now in a very 
small market consisting of the sur- 
rounding towns and military bases, 
and the obvious fact that even just 
afew more producers can glut that 
market hopelessly. Half a dozen 
farms operating on this one road 
would ruin the situation for every- 
one. But in the meantime, the Lan- 
cashires may make some money, if 
everything goes well. 


Jeans are dress of the day 


In the pressed-for-cash situa- 
tion, mother and daughters live in 
jeans, and Larry wears out the last 
of his army gear, patched and re- 
patched many times. Rusty was 
forced to go to Seattle for surgery 
in the winter of 1953-54, but the 
only trip husband and wife have 
had together in more than a year 
was a two-day business and sight- 
seeing jaunt to the Matanuska Val- 
ley, a few miles beyond Anchorage. 

There are no property taxes to 
worry Alaska homesteaders, but 
neither are there newspaper and 
grocery deliveries, rural mail serv- 
lees, nor ready-made _ entertain- 
ments. What they do for fun, they 
do by themselves. Neighbors may 
gather, occasionally—one. well-re- 
membered Thanksgiving in a 
bleak year saw neighbors from a 
40-mile radius gather at the Lan- 
cashire home, each bringing some 
hoarded nicety for a feast which 
hone could afford to buy—so with 
moose meat, ducks, fish, and a spot 
of bear, it was a banquet. And the 
guests stayed so long, singing and 
telling lies, that most of them had 
to go home in the deep dark, a 
couple crossing the river on the ice.

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But most of the time, the family 
operates strictly as a unit—whether 
it’s chasing down a wandering 
cow, bemused in the moonlight, or 
target shooting with small rifles 
outside the kitchen door. (Even 
Abby, at 6, is a fair shot.) Fishing is 
everybody’s business, and one thing 
for which even farm work gets neg- 
lected now and then. Wildflowers 
grow in wild profusion, and may 
be brought in by husband to wife, 
or by daughters to father, or by 
anybody, just for his own enjoy- 
ment and pleasure. 

And a neighbor is anybody with- 
in 30 or 40 miles. This means not 
merely a speaking acquaintance, 
but an active thing. To pass a 
neighbor’s farm without stopping 
in is an insult, unless there is some 
reasonable excuse. In six years, 
Rusty has acted as midwife for a 
neighbor’s child (as well as for a 
number of calves), has cared for a 
strange old lady who would not 
talk to men even when she was 
starving, has welcomed to her 
home droves of children, literally 
hundreds of casual visitors, strays 
lost from stalled autos on the high- 
way, friends in from the fishing 
grounds or trap lines. 


Life is anything but dull 

Life in Alaska, for Rusty, has 
been a series of incidents—moose 
in the garden, cutworms in the 
cabbages, sending the children off 
to school on a bus when the tem- 
perature was 40 below and the 
snow 3 feet deep, learning the old 
Alaska trick of burning flea pow- 
der on the floor in order to rid a 
house of mosquitoes. 

Now, with an 11-year-old, she 
faces new problems. Martha must 
see something besides the Kenai 
peninsula, and soon. There must 
be clothes, proper schooling—and, 
of course, a new little crawler trac- 
tor in order to do the rest of the 
land clearing properly. 

Those potatoes simply have to 
produce. The rains must come. 

THIS IS THE LIFE the Lanca- 
shires live. For them, the high and 
spectacular mountains of Alaska 
might as well be in another coun- 
try, because they never have time 
to go and look at them. The night 
clubs of Anchorage, gold-panning 
and sight-seeing, touring the high- 
ways or riding the fantastic airlines 
~—all these are equally out of their 
reach. Their life is on the hill, and 
there only. 

Larry Lancashire hesitates only 
a few moments when asked the 
question, “What do you get out of 
it?’ In those minutes, he looks 
down at his hard hands, the 
birches, the potato cellar under 
construction, the finished barns 
and sheds. 

‘**‘Sometimes,” he says, “‘it seems 
like an awful waste. The govern- 
ment spent a lot of money training 
me to be a pilot, but I almost never 
think about jockeying an airplane 
up here. I spent some money my- 
self on an education, and I guess I 
don’t use much of that. But you 


can’t spend your whole life just 
being proud of making a little 
more money than somebody else. 
Up here, there’s something—call it 
satisfaction.” 

Rusty Lancashire has been home 
to the Midwest only once since the 
Alaska homesteading began. And 
when she went back to Ohio, she 
thought she had seen enough of 
mosquitoes and cold, wandering 
cows and fence-breaking moose to 
last her for a lifetime. ‘‘But after I 
was there awhile,” she says, “I 
knew that life wasn’t for me any 
more. Those people all thought I 
was insane even to think about 
coming back here. All of them 
were worried. We work hard up 
here, but we don’t worry. There’s 
no tension. You see that?’ She 
points to barns and sheds, fields 
and garden patches. “Six years 
ago, that wasn’t anything. Just 
scrub timber. Larry and I built 
that. Call it satisfaction. But I do 
wish we could think of some really 
good name for this place. It de- 
serves to be called something bet- 
ter than just ‘Pickle Hill’.” 


They learned to like it 


Perhaps, at first, you won’t quite 
see what the Lancashires see. Per- 
haps having a moose wink at you 
through a window doesn’t sound 
attractive, and you’re not inter- 
ested in shooting a bear. Perhaps 
white birches in company front are 
only more trees to you, and the lost 
little flowers on the tundra don’t 
seem spectacular enough to even 
remember. 

Then there are two things you 
must do. 

Go to the foggy river. In the 
bright and strange night, ride the 
glacial waters, hammering down 
toward the sea, and look at the 
beaver climbing the bank, and lis- 
ten to the owls hoot, and feel the 
unseen mountains, somewhere just 
beyond the shore. Watch the wav- 
ing grasses for bear, and the line 
for fighting fish. Come in at mid- 
night and warm your hands over 
coffee, just a little while before the 
dawn breaks and shows you how 
wide a country can be, how clean, 
how very new. When at last you 
get so you can feel the distances, 
then you'll know—a littlhe—what 
the Lancashires found. 

Finally, go into the field, lift rocks 
all day, wear out gloves and get 
covered with dust . . . and as you 
leave, look back at what you helped 
to build, where nothing that mat- 
tered ever was built before. 

Then you'll know.

The most popular sports-car up- 
holstery is leather. Even hours of 
direct sunlight do not soften the 
leather surface or change the color. 

An open convertible stands in 
sun much stronger and hotter than 
you get in your living room. 


My husband wants a red leather 
chair and ottoman. How can I make this 
blend in a 12x14-foot living room done 
in mellow French Provincial colors? 

Cheer up! If you can talk your 
husband out of the bright-red idea, 
he can have his chair and your 
room can have the mellow look 
you want. 

Today, there are about 400 
leather colors ranging from deli- 
cate pastels through to deep shades 
in every color family. Chances are 
you'll be able to find just the leath- 
er color you want. 


Is a table that’s topped with leather 
practical? 

Not only practical, but hand- 
some. The only precaution is that 
leather records impressions; other- 
wise it could not be decoratively 
tooled. 

Therefore, distribute the weight 
of articles placed on your leather- 
top furniture as widely as possible. 

The beautiful finish and tooling 
of a leather table top is covered by 
a protective coating. It should be 
left strictly alone, except for dust- 
ing with a dry, soft, clean cloth. 

If, after years of service, the 
leather loses any of its luster, you 
may wax and polish it by using a 
paste wax. 

Never wash the leather table top 
with water or use furniture polishes, 
oils, varnishes, or any kind of pre- 
pared cleaners.
